America’s soldiers today lined 
up for inspection by the man 
in the street as Army Day was 
celebrated throughout the length 
and breadth of the land. 
Thousands of regular army and 
National Guard troops marshalled 
in every big city throughout the 
nation to pass in review this after­ 
noon before the citizens to whom 
Army Day is designated. 
Fifty thousand regular army and 
National Guard troops gathered in 
the shadow of the capitol to lead 
the gigantic demonstration which 
has been planned here. 
With the addition of American 
Legion units and other veteran or­ 
ganizations, 
a 
total 
of 
65,000 


marchers will pass in review before 
Secretary of War Dern, Chief of 
Staff General Douglas MacArthur 
and ohter high government and 
army officials as well as the citi­ 
zenry. 
Eighty-five of the army’s crack 
fighting ’planes will roar overhead 
in W ashington’s first aerial demon­ 
stration of the newly created gen­ 
eral headquarter air force. 
New York City is expected to 
witness the biggest demonstration, 
with 85,000 soldiers and veterans 
scheduled to march up Fifth ave­ 
nue. 
Old Glory also will be carried to 
the blare of m artial music and the 
tram p of army feet up the principal 
thoroughfares 
of 
Chicago, 
San 
Francisco and other big cities from 
coast to coast.

Wednesday, it was stated at 
tlie White House today. 


WASHINGTON, April 6—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s signature on the 
$4,880.000,000 works relief bill was 
needed today to place the largest 
single appropriation in the history 
of the world at the disposal of the 
government for the purpose of end­ 
ing the depression. 
To Provide Work 
The money will be spent prim ar­ 
ily to take 3,500,000 heads of fam ­ 
ilies off relief rolls by providing 
them jobs and to “end this business 
of the dole” by December. I t should 
provide a million more jobs by stir­ 
ring up industrial activity in thou­ 
sands of lines, through government 
purchases of raw and finished m a­ 
terials for use on relief projects. 
Tremendous 
responsibility 
was 
given the president for spending the 
huge fund. Only a few restrictions 
were thrown around his otherwise 
unlimited discretion. 
The most ef­ 
fective limitation was a ban on loans 
or gifts to states or their political 
subdivisions to be used in purchase 
of existing power plants or like pro­ 
jects.

likewise surrendered.

Hamilton, Nolan Aired, 19, of Mis­ 
sissippi, was arrested here yesterday 
and under questioning he revealed 
that he had an appointment to meet 
the desperado in the Fort Worth 
yards.

Two years ago James Truslow Adams remarked that we vseie no­ 
where near the end of the depression, because such periods in the past 
had all been marked by the appearance of hordes of quacks and dema­ 
gogues. Judged by this standard we are now well on our way out. W ith 
the disappearance of the quack notions with which the country is now 
filled, the chairman of the Steel Corporation said, “the real America, in 
its simple, straightforward way, will again lead to world progress.” 
Mr. Taylor had an answer to the prophets of gloom who have been 
predicting the decline of the steel industry. 
Steel production m the 
United States, which dropped to a low of 151 pounds per capita in 1 
2, 
he said, rose to 378 pounds in 1934. When business picks up Mr. Tay­ 
lor predicted that we should again reach a steel production of 800 to 900 
pounds per capita. “Our country is still young,” he added, “rich in n at­ 
ural resources, has a low density of population, and still presents plenty of 
opportunities even along pioneering lines. 
All this, coming from one of the hardest headed men in the coun­ 
try. should help, as Mr. Taylor intended, to “dispel the clouds which the 
depression has brought forth.” 


THE OLD LADY OF THE ATLANTIC 
No steamship had a more remarkable career than the Mauretania, 
which is now, after twenty-eight years of service, to go to the scrapheap. 
Her sister, the Lusitania, gained a tragic prominence during the first year 
of the World War. But the M auretania escaped a German torpedo to 
wear with pride the blue ribbon of the Atlantic for twenty-two years. 
Even after the Bremen had taken this token away from her, she made 
one voyage in only seven minutes’ longer time than her rival. Now she 
is to be merely a memory to the many who crossed in her, as those earlier 
holders of records, like the Etruria and Campania, were in their day. 
Only lovers of the sea can appreciate the affection a ship arouses. 
She seems a living creature, even though steam has supplanted sail. 
The 
liner is a lady,” as Kipling wrote, and there was a peculiar appropriate­ 
ness in calling the M auretania the Old Lady of the Atlantic. 
She was 
modeled more finely than many of the huge steamships, with long, 
sweeping lines and a sharp bow th at made one think of her as a great 
yacht. True, she had become somewhat outmoded with the passage of the 
years. But she kept to the last the charm a lady should have, and there 
will be keen to regret at her passing. 


NON-VOTING CITIZENS 
How eligible voters who fail to go to the polls could control elec­ 
tions if they ail should ever decide to cast their ballots is illustrated by 
some figures recently compiled, from which the following facts are taken. 
In the presidential election of 1932 only 58 per cent of the popula­ 
tion of the United States over 21 years of age voted. In the “off-year ’ 
election last November only about 41 per cent of the potential voters went 
to the polls. 
It may be fairly assumed, however, that the percentage of eligible 
voters who failed to exercise their right to franchise was about the same 
in both parties, so that if every potential voter had voted the reeult 
might have been practically what it was in each instance. 
It is one of the paradoxes of a democracy that citizens who would 
fight for the right to vote, if the privilege were denied them, will refuse 
or neglect to exercise that right when they have the opportunity.

O T O R travel through Pennsylvania this spring and summer 


will be heavier than any year since 1929, a survey by the 
Pennsylvania Motor Federation, 
AAA, 
reveals. 
The 
state 
m otoring body estimates that 3200.000,000 will be spent by 
tourists in Pennsylvania during 1935.

BETTER TIMES FOR STEEL 
Myron C. Taylor, whose predictions at the annual meetings of the 
U. S. Steel Corporation have all been substantiated by the course of busi­ 
ness the following year, told his stockholders when they gathered again 
this week th at our way is not deeper into the depression, but forward and 
out of it. 
Two years ago Jam es Truslow Adams rem arked th at we were no­ 
where near the end of the depression, because such periods in the past 
had all been m arked by the appearance of hordes of quacks and dem a­ 
gogues. Judged by this standard we are now well on our way out. W ith 
the disappearance of the quack notions with which the country is now 
filled, the chairm an of the Steel Corporation said, "the real America, in 
its simple, straightforw ard way, will again lead to world progress.” 
Mr. Taylor had an answer to the prophets of gloom who have been 
predicting the decline of the steel industry. 
Steel production in the 
United States, which dropped to a low of 151 pounds per capita in 1932, 
he said, rose to 378 pounds in 1934. 
W hen business picks up Mr. Tay­ 
lor predicted th at we should again reach a steel production of 800 to 900 
pounds per capita. "O ur country is still young,” he added, "rich in n a t­ 
ural resources, has a low density of population, and still presents plenty of 
opportunities even along pioneering lines.” 
All this, coming from one of the hardest headed men in the coun­ 
try, should help, as Mr. Taylor intended, to "dispel the clouds which the 
depression has brought forth.”

NON-VOTING CITIZENS 
How eligible voters who fail to go to the polls could control elec­ 
tions if they all should ever decide to cast their ballots is illustrated by 
some figures recently compiled, from which the following facts are taken. 
In the presidential election of 1932 only 58 per cent of the popula­ 
tion of the United States over 2 1 years of age voted. 
In the "off-year” 
election last November only about 41 per cent of the potential voters went 
to the polls. 


It may be fairly assumed, however, th at the percentage of eligible 
voters who failed to exercise their right to franchise was about the same 
in both parties, so th at if every potential voter had voted the result 
m ight have been practically what it was in each instance.
